If we walk into popu ous ities, we 
ſhall frequently hear the Paiſing-Bell, 
telling the fad Stories of Death; or the 
doleſul Knell ſummoning to the Grave: 
And ſhall everywhere meet Mourners 
—— about the Streets. If we go into 
hurches to perform dur Devotions, we 
muſt walk over the dead Bodies of oun 
Anceſtors and Predeceſſors: And we ſhall 
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broken Bones of the Dead; like as when 
one cutteth and cleaveth Wood upon the 
Earth; and ſhall ſee the dead Corps 
crowding one another in their ne 
for want of Rom. 
Where-ever we are, and be 
| we, go, we ſhall be ſurrounded with the 
Sroans of Sick and Dying People, or 
with the fad Complaints of mw that. 
urn 
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Mourn and Weep for the Death of their 
deareſt Relations. And if we live a con» 
ſiderable number of Vears in the World, 
we generally ſee moſt of our Friends aud 
Relations go before us to their Graves. 

And if we live to extream Old Age, we 

are commonly loaden with ſo many Infir- 
mities, that our Lives are a burden to uss. 
But When the Sentence of Death be- 

gins to be executed upon Man, then every 

Part of the Body is a ſad Spectacle to the 
Standers-by. The active Hands are then ſo 

feeble and tremulous, that the Sick Man can 

ſcarce bring them to his Mouth: The once 
nimhle Feet grow cold and inſenſible: The 

Ears which were quick, and delighted with 
melodious Sounds, grow heavy and ſtu- 

pid: The Eyes which were lately the chiefeſt 
Ornament of the Face, wax dull as a ſul- 

lied Looking Glaſs, ſcarce diſcerning the 
Candle that burns before them : The Cheeks 
and Fore-head become pale and wan, and 
are waſhed with à cold and clammy 
Sweat: The Noſe grows thin and ſharp, 
and is not pleaſed with the moſt pleaſant . 
Perfumes: The Tongue faltereth in its 
Speech, and is difficulty underſtood : The 
Heart grows: faint, and is every Moment 
ready to expire, and at laſt, being tired 
with frequent and ſhort Breathings, it 
ſubmits to the ſatal Stroke of Death; and 
breaths forth its laſt, and the Spirit returns 
to God that gave it. And

And as ſoon as the Body is bereaved 
of Life, (how Comely or Beautiful ſo- 
ever it was before) it then looks ghaſtly 
an& Unpleaſant; Inſomuch, that our 
deareſt Relation, that an Hour before at- 
tended upon us, with a moſt tender Af- 
fection, cannot then behold us, without 
Regret or Terror; nor abide alone in 
the Room with our breathleſs Body, with- 
out à ſecret horror of Mind. Then our 
Friends and Acquaintance haſten to hide 
our loathſome Carcaſs in the Earth, far: 

And being 
once laid in our Graves, we are ſoon 
turned into Duſt, and our Memory is 
forgotten by our moſt intimate Friends; 
and as to this World, we are as if we had 
never been: But thisis the common Con- 
dition of all Men; though ſome Die 
with much eaſier Circumſtances than 
others; yet no Piety can ſecure to us an 
eaſie Death; but we muſt accept of it 
in ſuch: Manner as God ſhall appoint; 
and every Day wait till our Change
